SUMMARY: THE NEWS OF THE POSTPONEMENT OF THE SECRETARY'S 
TRIP WAS THE MAJOR HEADLINE STORY IN THE AFTERNOON 
PRESS, FOLLOWING INDICATIONS IN THE MORNING PAPERS THAT 
DIFFICULTIES WERE GROWING REGARDING THE AGENDA FOR THE 
POLITICAL COMMITTEE. COMMENTS AND EDITORIALS ANTICIPATE 
THE POSTPONEMENT WILL BE THE FIRST STEP IN U.S. PRESSURE 
AND SAY THAT THE PEACE MOMENTUM IS LOST. THE SUBJECT 
WAS DISCUSSED IN TODAY'S CABINET SESSION. THE PUBLIC, 

WHICH CLEARLY HAD NOT EXPECTED THIS DEVELOPMENT, APPEARS

1 . POSTPONEMENT OF THE SECRETARY'S TRIP IS HEAD- 
LINED IN BOTH AFTERNOON PAPERS AND REPORTS DISCUSS 
THE DIFFICULTIES WHICH MUST BE FACED AND SOLVED 
BEFORE THE MEETINGS OF THE POLITICAL COMMITTEE CAN 
GET UNDER WAY. THE FIRMNESS OF THE EGYPTIANS ON THE 
QUESTION OF THE AGENDA IS NOTED AND SOME REPORTS 
SAY THAT ANOTHER MEETING BETWEEN SADAT AND BEGIN WILL 
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BE REQUIRED. 

2. COMMENTATORS DESCRIBE THE SITUATION AS GRAVE AND 
SERIOUS, EXPRESS THEIR SURPRISE AT THIS DEVELOPMENT, 

AND FORESEE US PRESSURE TO RESOLVE THE MATTER. THE 
WELL-CONNECTED NAKDIMON IN YEDIOT AHARONOT QUOTES 
SENIOR POLITICAL CIRCLES IN JERUSALEM AS REACTING WITH 
ASTONISHMENT AT THE POSTPONEMENT OF THE COMMITTEE, 
ALTHOUGH SOME CLAIM THIS IS ONLY A NEGOTIATION TACTIC 
OF THE EGYPTIANS. GUINEY WRITES IN THE SAME PAPER 
THAT, WHILE IT WAS ANTICIPATED THAT DELAYS AND 
DEADLOCKS MIGHT OCCUR, IT WAS NOT THOUGHT THAT A 
CRISIS WOULD DEVELOP BEFORE THE MEETINGS ACTUALLY 
STARTED. HE SAYS THAT US HELP MAY OVERCOME THE 
DEADLOCK, BUT "THE MOMENTUM FOR PEACE IS LOST AND 
THINGS MAY NEVER AGAIN APPEAR AS THEY DID TWO MONTHS 
AGO." 

3. MAARIV EDITORIALIZES THAT JERUSALEM WAS SURPRISED 
AT THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE DEADLOCK BECAUSE IT HAD 
THOUGHT THAT THE EGYPTIAN FIRMNESS ON THE AGENDA 
AND SADAT'S REMARKS IN HIS "OCTOBER" INTERVIEW WERE 
JUST TACTICS. IT HAS NOW BECOME CLEAR, HOWEVER, 

THAT THE INTENT WAS TO PUSH THE NEGOTIATIONS TO 
THE STAGE OF CRISIS BEFORE THEY HAD EVEN FORMALLY

A YEDIOT EDITORIAL DESCRIBES THE SITUATION AS "DEADLOCKED." 

4. THE SUBJECT OF THE POSTPONEMENT OF THE DISCUSSIONS 
AND OF THE SECRETARY'S TRIP WAS THE MAJOR ITEM ON THE 
CABINET'S AGENDA AT ITS REGULAR WEEKLY SESSION TODAY 
(SEPTEL). THE GENERAL PUBLIC IS APPREHENSIVE. EX- 
PRESSIONS OF CONCERN HAD BEGUN TO SURFACE EVEN BEFORE 
THE POSTPONEMENT, AS IT BECAME MORE APPARENT THAT 
CONSIDERABLE DISAGREEMENT EXISTED WITH EGYPT ON THE 
AGENDA. AS A RESULT OF THE POSTPONEMENT, ISRAELIS 
NOW ARE FULLY AWARE. IF THEY HAD NOT BEEN PREVIOUSLY, 

THAT THE PROBLEMS WITH EGYPT REMAIN SERIOUS AND THAT 
THE NEGOTIATIONS WILL BE DIFFICULT. LEWIS
